Cotton grow­ 
ers of the south, by means of their 
union, have for years used the same 
plan to k('op up the price of cotton, 
and the sheepmen believe that it will 
he fnll.v as effective when api'Fed to 
the wool growing industry. 
3erretary ( 
B. Stewart, of tin Ctah 
Wool Growers’ assoidation, a leader 
in the “wool growo’-s’ liiist” move­ 
ment. declares that the sheepiiHUi in 
this state who were offered S cents a 
pound for iheir clips just after shear­ 
ing time, have lU'tted 
ce^'ts a 
])onnd Ihrongh the storage movenient, 
saving 8^/4cenls a pound above the 
price first offered, which would other­ 
wise have been pocketed by the buy­ 
ers. 
The meciing here today is a rec­ 
ognition of what has already been ac- 
('omplirihcd h: 
the Ctah 
sheepmen, 
and marks the beginning of tlm move­ 
ment for making the storage move­ 
ment of national extent. 
At the present meeting a report

“The national storage movi^ment 
would result in the saving

rowers of immense sums of money. 
Take the results of the Utah storage 
movement as an example. 
Recently 
between 100.000 and 200.000 pounds 
of Utah Wool, for which the sheep 
men were offered 8 cents a pound by 
buyers earlv in the season, were sold 
at IfiVu cents a pound net. 
That is. the wool growers cleared 
cents 
above all expenses for 
shipping and storing.

S V2 cents more than was off‘‘ied by 
the buyer; he would have made more 
than the wool grower, who

the risks and did all the work, sim-

shipped the wool from 
the producing poinf to the 
markets. 
That gives some

producers of wool,
